Reed, Pennsylvania, and 
Moses Block Resolution 
Coming to Vote. 


TIME IN FIVE YEARS 


Legislative Jam Expected to 
Result in Killing of Building 
and Other Bills. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 

Filibustering forces in the United 
States Senate deployed yesterday 
against the Reed resolution extending 
the life of the “slush fund” investiga- 
tion into the Seventieth Congress. 

The fight, which began under cover 
more than a week ago, came to the sur- 
face as soon as the Senate met yester- 
day, and transformed an already in- 
volved situation into a parliamentary 
snarl so hopeless that it was impossible 
at one time even to receive a message 
from the -House. 

The charge that a filibuster was in 
progress was made by Senator James A. 
Reed, of Missouri, together with the 
warning that he intended to press for 
continuous sessions in order to force a 
vote on his resolution. 

It did not require the statement of 
the Missouri Senator and the uncompli- 
mentary way in which he referred to 
his opponents and their replies to dis- 
close what was going on. 

» Dry Bill as Smoke Screen. 

The prohibition reorganization bill, 
before the Senate under cloture, fur- 
nished a slight smoke screen, and s0 
did an involved discussion of the mean- 
ing and intent of cloture which Senator 
David A. Reed, of Pennsylvania, precipi- 
tated, but when Senator George H. 
Moses, of New Hampshire, objected to 
having the reading of the journal dis- 
pensed with, and Senator Reed, of 
Pennsylvania, sustained that objection 
the time for subterfuges had passed. 

The unusual dilatory motions—the 
journal has not been read in five years, 
or since the antilynching bill was be- 
ing considered—served their purpose. 
The morning hour, at which Senator 
Reed, of Missouri, was to have had his 
resolution brought up, was entirely con- 
sumed and, because of previous agree- 
ments, the Sepate had but two hours 
to devote to its unfinished business— 
the prohibition bill. 

Last night the filibusterers were con- 
fident they would succeed in their in- 
tention to block the .Reed resolution. 
If they succeed they will send to leg- 
islative limbo a number of other im- 
portant measures, included among 
which are the alien property bill, the 
public buildings bill, the contempt ci- 
tations against fecalcitrant Reed com- 
mittee witnesses, the Borah Nicaraguan 
inquiry proposal, Federal patronage in- 
quiry; in fact, everything but unob- 
jected bills on the calendar. 

Opposition Confident. 

Their confidence was based on the 
fact that the clotured prohibition bill 
will not come before. the Senate again 
until today.

Would Permit Private Manu- 
facture Under Supervision 
of Treasury. 


ATTACK MADE ON MELLON 


(By the Associated. Press.) 

The House yesterday passed the ways 
and means committee’s medicinal 
whisky bill, to permit private manufac- 
ture of liquor under the supervision of 
the Treasury and to replenish stocks 
which are approaching depletion. The 
bill now goes to the Senate. 

The customary wet and dry lines in 
the House were shattered on the whisky 
bill vote. It was sent to the Senate 
after several hours of acrimonious de- 
bate, by a vote of 209 to 151. 

During the debate repeated attacks 
were made upon Secretary Mellon, Rep- 
resentative Howard, Democrat, of Ne- 
braska, offering an amendment to en- 
title the bill “An Act for the Relief of 
Mellon and Associates.” Other mem- 
bers charged that it placed a monopoly 
in the Treasury Secretary’s hands. 

The bill would give the Secretary of 
the Treasury authority to permit manu- 
“at a reasonable 
price,” in from two to six distilleries, 
under regulations prescribed by him. 

While no restrictions as to amounts 
are-- placed-upon. the Secretary, it is 
contemplated between 2,000,000 and 
3,000,000 gallons annually will be nec- 
essary to keep an adequate supply on 
hand. 

Retailers would be required to sell 
the whisky at a profit not in excess 
of 100 per cent, and ‘the profit to 
the distilleries would be limited to 10 
cents a gallon, under amendments of- 
fered by Represgtative W. E. Hull, of 
Illinois, a former distiller.’

FRENCH OBJECTIONS

President Coolidge doubts the feasi- 
bility of a three-power conference on 
limitation of naval armaments. The 
suggestion that the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan might ar- 
range for such a conference at Geneva, 
in view of the refusal of France and 
Italy to participate in the proposed 
five-power conference, is not regarded 
as practical by the President. 

Mr. Coolidge, however, still sees more 
than a ray of hope that the five-power 
agreement to limit naval armaments 
may be consummated, although no in- 
dication was given yesterday as to the 
reason for this optimism at-the White 
House. 

The President’s spokesman, in dis- 
cussing the situation resulting from 
the various replies received to the in- 
vitation of February 10, prefaced his 
remarks by stating the opportunity may 
be opened for further satisfactory 
action. Coincidently the spokesman 


‘called attention to the fact that the 


President’s proposal transmitted to the 
interested powers called for a confer- 
ence of limitation of armaments dnd 
not for reduction of armaments. 


Limitation Only Sought. 


Both in the President’s message to 
the Congress and 'n the invitation ex- 
tended to Great sritain, France, Italy 


to limitation of naval armaments, but 
no reference to reduction. The Amer- 
ican proposal to the powers concludes 
in these words: 

“The American government earnest- 
ly hopes that the institution of such 
negotiations at Geneva may be” agree- 
able to the governments of the British 
empire, France, Italy and Japan, and 
that cOmprehensive limitation of all 
types of naval armament may be 
brought into effect among the prin- 
cipal naval powers without delay.” 

From the first explanations made by 
the White House spokesman yesterday, 
it was believed the President had in

New York, March 1 (By A. P.).—The 
house of Carrington was today a house

The deul or attack, took place late 
last night near the Seventy-fourth 
street home of Col. Carrington’s wife, 
in front of which the colonel had been 
watching and from which his brother 
emerged. Col. Carrington, who is 55 
years old, has a $1,000,000 alienation 
of affections suit pending against his 
brother, who is 52, and cross-suits for 
divorce between the colonel and, his 
wife are also on the calendar for trial 
in Chicago. 

When police were notified by hos- 
pital authorities of the younger broth- 
er’s condition they questioned him 
and then arrested the colonel, who ac- 
quired his title as a member of the 
staff of Gov.

j AUTHORIZE LAND TRADE 


AT NAVAL OBSERVATORY 


Market Measure Passes, but 
ls Worthless Unless It Is 
Straightened Out. 


The Senate last night passed eleven 
local bills, only four of which, however, 
likely will become laws. Two measures, 
one authorizing a land trade in the 
vicinity of the Naval observatory and 
the removal of the Industrial home, 
and another giving W. H. Santelmann, 
leader of the Marine band, the rank 


of captain, already have passed the 
House and now go to the President. 

In addition, the Senate passed the 
farmers’ market site biM which, already 
passed by the House but which as 
amended by the Senate, is worthless. It 
may be straightened out in conference. 
It also passed a bill, the identical .of 
which has been passed by the House, 
authorizing the laying of a pipe line 
from the Willard hotel to Child's 
restaurant, but one or the other house 
must act on the same bill before it 
can go to the President. 


Other Measures Passed. 


Other, measures passed which are 
not likely to be acted on by the House 
were those authorizing the District 
commissioners to extend streets 
through specified government property, 
giving the commissioners blanket au- 
thority, to close streets in conformity 
with the highway plan, authorizing 
them to settle by compromise claims 
growing out of the settlement of land 
over the railroad tunnel, prohibiting 
the erection of a heating plant at Mc- 
Kinley Junior High school, increasing 
the fee of applicant déntists from $1 to 
$2 and the fee of applicant nurses from 
$5 to $15, and placing members of the 
park police on a parity with members 
of the Metropolitan force in regard to 
pay and perquisites.

The naval observatory land trade bill 
handled by the naval affairs comm ittee, 
but approved’ by the District commis- 
sioners, authorizes the o atory and 
District te exchange overlapping prop- 
erty. The District’s intact portion then 
either may be sold or utilized for park 
purposes. 

As passed by the House, the farmers’ 
market bill would authorize the com- 
missioners to select a site for a new 
market at a cost not to exceed $600,000. 
As the result of a fight made by the 
advocates of the Southwest site before 
the Senate committee, however, the 
bill was amended to authorize the 
commissioners to select a site and re- 
port back to the next session of Con- 
gress. It was further amended on the 
floor to insure that no contract for the 
site can be made. In this form the 
bill simply authorizes the commission- 
ers to. do what any citizen can do, 
namely, look over a site and say he 
likes it. Whether the House managers 
will be able to get some form of their 
original bill, agreed to in conference is 
problematical. 


Bill Is Moral Victory. 


The bill prohibiting the erection of 
a heating plant at the McKinley 
school is a moral victory for the resi- 
dents of the neighborhood, who with 
Senator Copeland, of New York, as 
their mainstay have sought to stop 
work now fairly well advanced. Senator 
King, of Utah, said he thought the 
erection of the plant at the involved 
cost is “reprehensible.” ‘However, the 
work will continue unless the House 
should do the unexpected and pass the 
bill. 

Senator King Kept his promise and 
prevented action on Lieut. Mina C. Van 
Winkle’s police bill. Senator Copeland, 
of New York, said in light vein, it 
seemed, when the Utah senator first 
objected: 

“Oh, I hope the senator from Utah 
will not object to this meritorious meas- 
ure.” But Senator King simply kept 
repeating, “Let the bill go over, over, 
over.” 

Senators Jones,’of Washington, and 
Sackett, of Kentucky, sought to dis- 
suade Senator McKellar, of Tennessee, 
from blocking a bill designed to permit 
the board of education to employ gov- 
ernment specialists as instructors in the 
night schools, but the Tennessee sena- 
tor insisted there should be a limitation 
as to the amount the instructors could 
be paid. 


Jrivers’ Permits Bria 


95,000 Held “Dead” 


All drivers’ permits with numbers be- 
low 95,000 were officially declared 
“dead” yesterday, and those who drive 
with them are subject to a fine of $40, 
it was announced. 

The first 95,000 of the old permits 
have reached an age of 15 to 20 years, 
it is said. Many of their owners are 
dead or have moved out of the city. Of 
the first 50,000 permits, 17,726 have 
been removed, and the remaining ntim- 


/ber will be checked to see how many 


persons are still driving with them in 
the city. If a large number is found, 
raffic Director Eldridge said, police- 
en will be stationed at strategic 
points in the city to examine permits.

Margaret Marshall, colored, 35 years 
old, 1804 Fourteenth street northwest, 
ended her life yesterday morning by 
swallowing poison at her home.

Record Southwest Snow; 
62-Foot Colorado Dritts 


Kansas City, March 1 (By A. P.).— 
Varying weather was in prospect for 
the Southwest tonight following .its 
March snowstorm, in some places the 
heaviest of the winter. 

While in western Kansas and western 
Oklahoma temperatures were moderat- 
ing and snow beginning to melt, a cold 
snap was creeping over Texas and this 
vicinity. Freezing temperatures, extend- 
ing to the gulf coast, were due for 
Texas tonight and tomorrow morning. 
The panhandle of Texas was under a 
38-inch blanket of snow and rain was 
falling in north and northwestern 
Texas. 

The Oklahoma forecast was for fair 
weather and rising temperature tomor- 
row. From 3 to 5 inches of snow fell 
over the northern part of the State. 

Southeastern Kansas, with a 10-inch 
blanket, received its heaviest snow of 
the season and in western Kansas, 
where lack of moisture had threatened 
the winter wheat crop, farmers wel- 
comed a 5-inch snow fall. 

Goodland, in northwestern Kansas, 
bore the brunt of the cold in that 
State with a temperature of 4 degrees 
below zero this morning. 

Rising temperatures and clear. to 
partly cloudy weather followed the 
storm in Colorado and Wyoming. A 
heavy snow fell in Colorado, 2 feet be- 
ing added to the 60-foot drifts that 
have blocked traffic to Silverton since 
November. 

Mild temperatures and clear skies fa- 
vored the intermountain country.

Fire believed to have been caused by 
defective wiring yesterday destroyed two 
barrack buildings at Fort Humphreys, 
Va., and endangered the families of 
two noncommissioned officers.

Flames were bursting through the

This block of buildings was used 
by the District national guard during 
its summer encampment last year.

Invaders Driven From Two 
Other Boats and 500 
Rifles Are Taken. 


RADICALS VIRTUALLY 
CONTROL AT HANKOW 


Nationalist Armies Plan Move 
to Make Early Capture 
of Shanghai. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
Peking, March 1.—American blue- 
jackets in two more instances upheld 


the treaty rights in the Yangtze dis- 
tricts, but in one case not until nation- 
@list troops had been transported many 
miles on commandeered American 
steamers. 

At Chungking, Chinese boarded the 
steamer Chichuan of the Yangtze Rap- 
ids Co., a vessel that was being held’ 
for the evacuation of British and Amer- 
icans from Szechwan province. On their 
refusal to clear the ship, the blue- 
jackets from the gynboat Monocacy 
boarded the Chichuan and after a rough 
and tumble fight ejected all the Chi- 
nese. Fearing further trouble at 
Ichang, where the situation also is bad, 
the Chichuan is bringing the refugees 
direct to Hankow, and if possible, to 
Shanghal!. 

Chinese troops commandeered three 
vessels of the Standard Oil Co, of New 
York, at Shashi, but after the crews 
' refused to navigate them, two of the 
vessels were abandoned. The third ves- 
sel, the Meihung, was occupied by 100 
soldiers and compelled to proceed to 
Hankow, presumably destined for far- 
ther along the river, but the gunboat 
Pigeon captured the Meihung in mid- 
stream, bringing it alongside the flag- 
ship Isabel, where bluejackets from 
both ships ejected the soldiers, also 


detaining 500 rifles and much ammuni- 
tion. 


Governed by Radicals. 


The radical element of the national- 
ists Idunched a determined campaign 
for the removal of the moderates, and 
under the direction of the Russian ad- 
viser, M. Borodin, the radicals are vir- 
tually functioning as the Hankow gov- 
ernment, with the result that Gen. 
Chiang Kai-Shek possibly will form a 
new government at Nanchang with a 
following which openly declares for the 
elimination of Mr. Borodin and his in- 
fluence. 

As a means of demonstrating their 
Solidarity the radicals called an hour 
strike at Hankow, in which the electric 
lights, telephones, water works and all 
other utilities, as well as the business 
houses closed. In numerous instances 
foreigners were dropped from rick- 
shaws, while all the house servants 
ceased work for 60 minutes. 

Although Hankow is strongly radical, 
the signs multiply that in other parts 
of the nationalist territory, the people 
are tiring of nationalist domination. 
Meantime, the nationalist armies are 
planning a movement for the investment 
of Nanking, with a view to the early 
capture of Shanghai, where labor is 
being restrained with difficulty.

(By A. P.).—A 
gang of five alleged bank bandits and 
swindlers, reputed’ to: be one of the 
most methodical which ever operated in 
the Northwest, directely charged with 
robberies totaling close to $350,000 and 
believed to have been involved in rob- 
beries exceeding $500,000, is’ in the 
custody of police here tonight. 

“Big Dave” Earsman, one of the men 
locked up, is reputed to have. been the 
head of the gang. He was arrested to- 
day when he appeared at the detective 
bureau to make inquiries about John 
“Shinner” Crawford, first of the five 
to. be taken, who was arrested fester- 
day. f 
On’ information obtained ffom these 
two, detectives raided a flat and round- 
ed up the other three—Tony Sirpa, 45; 
Robert Hayward, 40, and Frank Ray- 
mond, alias “Doc Reed,” a white haired 
man of 67. i 

The banks which the. gang are ac- 
cused of robbing are in Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, South Dakota and Michi- 
gan. The largest robbery was that of 
the First National Bank, of Columbus, 
Wis., September 20, 1926, when $135,000 
was stolen. In the robbery of the 
Olmstead County Trust & Savings 
Bank, of Rochester, Minn., on December 
24, 1926, in which the gang is accused, 
two policemen were shot and wounded 
and $30,000 was taken. Other robberies 
charged against the men by A: M. De- 
Voursney, manager of the protective 
‘department of the Wisconsin Bankers 
association, Milwaukee, and Charles D. 
Brown, of the Minnesota Bankers as- 
sociation, Misneapolis, include the 
Bank of Broadhead, Wis., August 6, 
1926, $16,000; First National Bank, of 
New Rockford, N. Dak., September 30, 
1926, $60,000; Minnetonka State Bank, 
Excelsior, Minn., October, 1925, $10,- 
000; First National Bank, of Dowagiac, 
Mich., last November, $40,000.

ORDERS VIEWS SPREAD 


Rome, M&¥ch 1 (By A. P.) —Vigorous 
criticism of the fascist conception of 
the state was again voiced by Pope 
Pius in an address before the Lenten 
preachers of the parishes of Rome. 

Renewing his disapproval of the fas- 
cist idea of “everything and everybody 
in the state and for the state,” which 
he had already voiced in his recent al- 
locution, the pontiff declared that such 
@ conception was contrary to divine 
precepts, which dictaté that man must 


be the end, and not the means, to all 
social organization of human beings. 

The Pope did not specifically men- 
tion fascism, but his remarks left little 
doubt as to what he was referring. 

Declaring that he desired to have the 
preachers inculcate. an extremely im- 
portant idea, namely “the true concep- 
tion of authority, society and _ the 
functions of authority and of society,” 
the pontiff asserted that all forms of 
society should be founded on the di- 
vine precept guiding the organization 
of the church — that the “Church was 
created for men and not men for the 
church.” 

“Man is not and never can be a 
means,” the Pope said. “He is the 
end—not, of course, the ultimate, su- 
preme end, which is d—but in the 
creation man is really the end and 
center about .which everything is or- 
ganized. Therefore neither the con- 
cepts of race nor those of the state 
or nation should supersede that of man 
as the end.” 

Osservatore Romano, the official Vat- 
ican organ, commenting on the Pope’s 
remarks, declares that Catholic organi- 
zations throughout the world, by ‘re- 
maining absolutely nonpolitical, must 
enter the camp of politics sufficiently 
to support this doctrine of “the in- 
violability of human individuality.”

' The prosecutor's action tonight was 
in conflict with a view expressed sev- 
eral days ago by Judge Dearth when 
he admitted that Dale could not be 
extradited under the law. Prominent 
lawyers hold the same view; that Dale 
is not a fugitive from justice. 

A house committee of the Indiana

The other disaster, which took place 
near Mansfield about two hours after 
the Cwm explosion, is believed to have 
taken the lives of fourteen men. It 
occurred in a new pit of the Bilsthorne 
colliery when a cage, descending with 
eight miners, was struck by 100 tons 
of water piping which collapsed. The 
wreckage put the pit pumps out of 
action and sent the cage crashing 280 
yards to the bottom of the shaft where 
nine men were working. 

A party of miners at a dance in the 
neighboring village of Ollerton rushed 
to the rescue but was able to save only 
three of the men. Hope was abandoned 
for the others @s water began pouring 
into the shaft at the rate of 60,000 
gallons an hour.

IMMIGRATION: LAW 
IMPERILED 


Hyphenated Agitation of Wartime Dimensions Seeks 
- to Coerce Congress. 


Immigration Restriction is necessary for the national unity and eco- 


nomic well-being of the United States and i is now the settled policy of 
the nation. 


The Immigration Act of 1924, which was passed by an overwhelming 
majority, provides for putting into effect the “national origins” quota 
basis on July 1, 1927, and reduces the total quota immigration from 
about 164,000 te 150,000. This means that each nation’s quota would 
be in proportion to its contribution to the total American stock since 


- the days of the earliest settlers, instead of ‘being based on the foreign- 


born here in 1890. . 


Various foreign-born, foreign language, foreign allegiance—or in 


other words “hyphenated” groups, however, soon saw that the quotas 
of their favorite nations overseas were to be reduced and at once be- 
gan carrying on a campaign of agitation and intimidation demanding 
repeal or suspension of the law. It has been stated on the floor of the 
Senate without contradfction that members of Congress have been 


threatened with “political reprisals” unless they should comply with the 
alien demand. 


Simultaneously there began to appear suggestions that the data for 
computing national origins was inadecuate. These statements, al- 
though widely credited in Washington ut the moment, seem to be in 
conflict with the evidence. 


Dr. Joseph A. Hill, Assistant to'the Director of the Census, testify- 
ing before the House Immigration Committee in its hearings early in 
January, explained (1) that immigration records giving the number of 
immigrants arfiving annually from each country have been kept since 
1820; (2) that each decennial census since 1850 has classified the for- 
eign born by country’ of birth, and (3) that there was a classification 
of racial stocks of the white population based on the census of 1790, 
and published by the Bureau of Census in a volume entitled' “A Cen- 
tury of Population Growth.” 


Regarding the census of 1790, upon the accuracy of which doubt 
has been expressed, Dr. Hill said that in his opinion it was more accu- 
rate than. those taken in more recent times. © 


The process for determining “national origins” is complicated. Much 
more so is the process by which it is known that the atom is made up of 
electrons. So is the process by which the details of construction of 
skyscrapers are figured, but we use the results in every day life. Space 
in this communication does not permit of even an outline of the quota 
board’s procedure, but it is useful to know what Dr. Hill thinks of it. 
Regarding the method as a whole, he refers to it as “a scientific plan,” 
and asto an important branch of the work he said, “I think the process 
we followed here is scientifically sound.” 


All modern scientific men seek at the earliest possible moment to. 


ascertain “the probable error” in their calculations. Artillery officers 
are familiar with the term. Dr. Hill, while admitting that his figures 
were not 100 per cent accurate, and that they could be refined by study 
extending over a period of years, called attention to the fact that 150,- - 
000 immigrants in the population meant one immigrant for every 600 
inhabitants, so that an error of 600 inhabitants would make a differ- 
ence of only one person in the quota, an error of 6,000 would mean ten 
immigrants, and 60,000 would* mean only 100 immigrants. 


Senator Reed, of Missouri, is quoted to show the alleged impossi- 
bility of computing “national origins” when he called attention to the 
fact that many Americans have mixed blood-in their veins. But, as 
Dr. Hill pointed out in his testimony, it was not sought to ascertain how 
many pure blooded individuals of various stocks there were in the 
country, but rather of what strains the population was made up, and 
in what proportions. He put the cane>"It f you had four people, each of 
whom had one German grandparent and three English grandparents, 
so that each of them was three-fourths English and one-fourth Ger- 
man, we can say that we have the equivalent here of three English per- 
sons and one German person.” 


That in a nutshell is the whole underlying conception of the “na- 
tional origins” method. Its accuracy for practical purposes is vouched 


for by the experts who know most about it. Nobody can deny that it is 


fair, and based on a principle. If we are to have immigration re- 
strictions—and we must—is it not better to have quotas based on. a 
just rule or principle than on some arbitrary classification where the 
computation of quotas boils down to a political squabble between for- 
eign born groups as to which will have the largest immigration? 


It is not necessary at present to comment on the mystery of the four 


different printed versions of the same letter bearing the signatures of 


the Secretaries of State, Commerce and Labor, dated January 3, 1927, 
appearing in the Congressional Record and other official documents. 
Owing to the confusion caused by the contradictory comments by the 
three Secretaries on the report of the Quota Board, the Senate, by reso- 
lution, has called for a final report. Again, it is to be hoped that it will 
not be necessary to investigate the question of what attempts have been 
made we Eeeroneniiati ved of foreign governments to influence mem- 
bers of C ongerees. But it may be asked, if the organized attack now 
under way, obviously based on divided allegiance, should be allowed to 
influence the government’s policy on-a question so clearly one of na- 
tional self-preservation as immigration restriction? .

No Dissenting Vote Is Cast in 
the Impeachment Case of 
Federal Judge. 


DECLINES TO APPROVE

- Impeachment charges against ‘Fed- 
eral Judge Frank Cooper, of the North- 
ern New York district, were aismissed 
yesterday without a dissenting vote by 
the House judiciary committee with a 


declaration that its action was not to 
be construed as commending the man- 
ner‘in which he handled some cases. 

Four members of the committee 
were reported to have disagreed with 
the committee’s findings, but when 
the vote was taken they remained si- 
lent rather than go on record against 
the majority. It was understood, how- 
ever, that ho minority or protesting 
views would be filed. 

The House must now act on the 

committee’s findings. Representative 
LaGuardia (Republican); New York, 
who preferred the charges against 
Judge Cooper, said he did not con- 
template renewing his fight on the 
floor. 
' The judge was charged by LaGuardia 
with ilegaily having mapped out a plan 
with prohibition officers to entrap 
liquor law violators and then sat in 
judgment on their cases. 

Without mentioning any _ specific 
case the House committee, which had 
conducted an investigation of the 
charges, declined to give this procedure 
its approval but it held that the 
judge’s actions did not constitute 
grounds for impeachment. 

After the decision was announced 
LaGuardia said his “conscience is 
clear” and that the report justified his 
attack on the judge. Elisha Hanson, 
counsel for Cooper, said “stripped of 
all its verbiage,”’ the only charge 
against his client was that he had been 
too zealous in trying to clean up a dis- 
trict known as “the worst in the 
United States” for lack of law enforce- 
ment. 

Representative Celler (Democrat), 
New York, who aided LaGuardia in his 
charges against Cooper, declared one 
of the difficulties with the case was 
that it wa’ not free from “politics and 
prohibition.” 


Senate Approves Funds

The Doheny oil interests are losers 
to the extent of about $20,000,000 as a 
result of, Monday’s Supreme Court rul- 
ing affirming the government’s con- 
tention that the leases were illegally 
obtained, Secretary of the Navy Wilbur 
said’ yesterday. The navy hereafter will 
conserve the oil in the ground, Secre- 


tary Wilbur announced. 

An effort will be made to enter 
agreements with operators of adjoining 
properties, the Belridge Oil Co. and the 
Standard Oil Co. of California, and if 
it can be arranged with them to give 
the government a compensating royalty, 
it is planned to shut down the 21 oil 
and 2 gas wells of the Elk Hills re- 
serve No. 1, now producing oil and gas. 

Rear Adrpiral H. H. Rousseau, govern- 
ment joint receiver of the property, 
will conduct negotiations. Secretary 
Wilbur said the estimated amount of 
oil in reserve No. 1, is 2,400,000 bar- 
rels, of which by up-to-date recovery 
methods about 720,000 barrels can be 
obtained. 


37,000 Acres in Reserve. 
There are 37,000 acres in reserve Nd. 


1, of which 31,000 are “government- } 


owned, and private interests, chiefly the 
Standard Oil Co. of California, own the 
remaining 6,000. An effort by the gov- 
ernment will be made to obtain an 
agreement with private owners by 
which oil can be conserved on the 
ground. Of the 31,000 government- 
owned acres, 12,000 are oil bearing. The 
21 wells have a daily output of 3,800 


barrels. 


At present there is in the hands of 
the receivers about $9,900,000, which 
represents oil disposed of during litiga- 
tion.

New York, March 1 (By A. P.).—A 
congressional appropriation will be 
sought to enable the Pan-American 
Petroleum & Transport Co. to retain 
payments, estimated at about $11,000,- 
000, made by the Navy Department for 
the Elk Hills naval oil reserve develop- 
ment, officials of the company indicated 
here today. The United States Supreme 
Court decision, canceling the leases on 
the ground that they were conceived in 
fraud, ruled that the amounts paid to 
the company in cash or oil must be 
refunded because the payments were 
made without authority of Congress. 

Although no official comment was of- 
fered, officers of the company are un- 
derstood to feel confident that the gov- 
ernment will not refuse to make resti- 
tution. They pointed to the firm stand 
taken by Washington concerning con- 
fiscatory proceedings in the Mexican oil 
law situation, and declared that it is 
inconceivable that confiscatory meas- 
ures would be taken at home. 

The gross liability to be sought by 
the government may be reduced some- 
what by counterclaims of the com- 
pany. , Among these will be a claim for 
$2,000/000 worth of fuel oil stored at 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, which the com- 
pany claims is its property.

TO OLD HEADQUARTERS 


Quick Action Is Necessary in. 


the Senate in Order to 
Obtain Structure. 


Without a record vote the House 
yesterday passed a bill authorizing the 
erection of a new House office building. 
It now goes to, the Senate, where it 
remains to be seen whether that body 
will be “courteous” enough at this stage 
of the session to rush the bill through 
and thus give the members of the lower 
house the additional space which they 
claim they need and which the senators 
now have. — 

The bill, reported out favorably by 
Chairman Elliott, of the House public 
buildings and grounds committee, after 
long consideration, authorizes an $800,- 
000 appropriation for the site and 86,- 
600,000 for the building. It would be 
erected just across from the present of- 
fice building, serving somewhat as an 
annex, although it would be the last 
word in architecture, and having such 
appointments as shower baths, gymna- 
siums, swimming pools and the like. 

Among the buildings that would have 


'to be razed would be the Congress Hall 


hotel, where many of the members live, 
and the United States Public Health 
Bervice building. 

Minority Leader Garrett, of Tennes- 
see, joined with Majority Leader Til- 
son, of Connecticut, in asking for the 
passage of the bill, and it was done in 
short order. Although all. members 
who wanted the folks back home to 
know that they “vigorously fought” 
the project. were permitted to speak, 
Speaker Longworth railroaded the 
measure without a roll call, although 
a handful of members sought one. 

The House overwhelmingly was in 
favor of the bill, however. Represen- 
tative Woodrum, of Virginia, led the 
opposition and Representative Monta- 
gue, of the same State, spoke briefly 
against it, although their colleague, 
Representative R. Walton Moore, was 
one of the principal sponsors of the 
bill. Representative Edwards, of 
Georgia, whose district was not given 
@ postofiice in the public buildings 
bill, voiced his sentiments against it, 
too, and Representative Blanton, of 
Texas, could not let the opportunity 
go by to tell the House that with the 
$7,000,000 which it was to spend for 
additional office space, it could erect 
any number of postoffices. 

Mr. Blanton said he had been 
“promised” a postoffice, though, and 
this led to a demand by Mr. Montague 
that he let the public know just how 
he could get any such promise. 

Representative Wefald, of Minnesota, 
a “lame duck,” asked Mr. Tilson a 
pointed question when the latter was 
urging the need of the building. No 
business corporation in the _ world 
would expect its “directors” to work 
in such cramped quarters as the mem- 
bers had to work in, said Mr.- Tilson. 
Additional quarters. would make for 
efficiency, he said, adding that the 
senators would “have and should have” 
suitable quarters. Mr. Wefald wanted 
to know if Mr. Tilson meant to imply 
that the senators were more efficient 
with their larger quarters. 

Mr. Tilson pointed out that the 
members now have only one room in 
which to do their work and when a 
visitor comes in they have to take him 
outside if they want privacy. 

The majority leader’s sentiments were 
echoed substantially by Mr. Garrett, 
who pointed out that it would take 
about four years, to erect the build- 
ing: Others who spoke in favor of it 
were Representatives Dalton, North 
Carolina; Senator-elect Barkle, of Ken- 
tucky; Representatives Lowrey, of Mis- 
sissippi, and Lozier, of Mississippi.

FILIBUSTER IN SENATE BLOCKS 
RESOLUTION ON “SLUSH FUND” 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1.) 


final consideration until either late to- 
night or some time early Thursday, and 
then the remaining period for a filibus- 
ter will be of little more than 24 hours’ 
duration, not an overwhelming task for 
men trained in the art of debate as 
practiced in the Senate. 

Although the Reed filibuster ‘was the 
one to come to a head yesterday, be- 


cause it is the underlying and most 


stubborn of any, there are other forces 
in the Senate which will aid any pro- 
gram of delay, a circumstance which 
militates against extension of the 
“slush fund” committee’s powers. 

Last night it appeared as-if the fili- 
buster could be broken only in one 
way, for Senator Reed, of Missouri, 
either, to take out the clause author- 
izing further investigations or agree 
to the amendment which would force 
the committee to investigate in any 
case where charges were signed by five 
other Senators. 


Compromise Thought Improbable. 


Even in the event of such a com- 
promise, which appeared: -improbable, 
the opposition of Senator Reed, of 
Pennsylvania, will not end, for he de- 
clared yesterday that he would oppose 
the resolution unless the ‘Pennsylvania 
contest should be transferred to the 
committee on privileges and elections. 

Likelihood of compromise was dis- 
counted also by the exchanges off the 
floor of the Senate in which the op- 
posing factions engaged yesterday. 
Senator Reed, of Missouri, said that 
the country would attribute the same 
reasons to those leading the filibuster 
“they would attribute to a thief who 
wants to keep the officers of the law 
from opening a spot where he has 
stolen goods concealed.” 

To which Senator Moses _ replied 
that “Senator Reed has been engaged. 
in the practice of lynch law for a year 
and now seeks to apply it to his col- 
leagues.” 

These rather impolite remarks came, 
however, after parliamentary weapons 
had been used for two hours on the 
floor of the Senate. Senator Reed, of 
Missouri, there finally made a petulant 
protest against the Senate refusal to 
receive a message from the House of 
Representatives and was proven wrong 
under two rules. 

The first shots were fired under the 
smoke screen of a new interpretation 
of the cloture rule, The gavel had no 
sooner fallen than Senator Reed, of 
Pennsylvania, made a point of order 
against reading of the journal on the 
ground that the language of the clo- 
ture rule “to the &xclusion of all other 
business” prevented the Senate from 
doing anything but considering the pro- 
hibition reorganization bill every min- 
ute it was in session. ; 

Vice President Dawes, who in every 
recent instance apbears to have been 
forewarned and come forearmed on such 
occasions, pulled the fourth written 
ruling he has rendered in the past few 
weeks out of his pocket. 


.¢ Issue Put Up to Senate. 


BY implication he held the point well 
taken, but in order, as he said, not to 
create a further legislative jam by rul- 
jing out’ the morning business, he 
passed decision of the question to the 
sense of the Senate. 

Opponents of the Reed point of order 
fell right into the trap that had been 
set. 
Arkansas, ignored the announcement of 
the chair that the point was not de- 
batable, and with the tacit consent of 
the Senate proceeded to launch a dis- 
cussion that took up an hour and 
twenty minutes of the morning hour 
before a vote was had. 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, much dis- 
turbed and perturbed, and angry at 
times, sought twice to have the debate 
stopped and get a vote, but his sup- 
porters as well as his enemies prevented 
any such action. Many and various 
interpretations of the rule were sub- 
mitted. It was argued that to uphold 
the point of order would kill cloture, 
prevent even adjournment of the Sen- 
ate, receipt of messages’ from the 
House or the President and be a 
strained construction of the rule. 

Proponents of the point of order 
cited actions of Vice President Thomas 
R. Marshall to show that he had placed 
the treaty of Versailles before the Sen- 
ate under cloture without a morning 
hour and insisted the cloture rule more 
recently passed implied repeal of older 
regulations. 

The Senate eventually held, however, 
that the point of order was not well 


taken, only 21 members voting in the 


affirmative. The “ayes” made a strange 
sight. In their number Senator Will- 
fam C. Bruce, of Maryland, an ardent 
wet, found himself aligned with two ex- 
treme drys, Senators Simeon D._ Fess 
and Frank B. Willis, of Ohio, and ex- 
treme liberals who thought to strike a 
blow at cloture were side by side with 
most extreme conservatives.

“In the opinion of the chair, he may 
not interrupt the reading of the jour- 
nal,” boomed Senator Willis. 

“T wish to protest against any such 
decision contrary to an unbroken line 
of precedents,” said Senator Reed. 

Just then, with only ten seconds to 
go, Senator Moses moved to suspend 
the reading of the journal and the 
messenger from the House finished out 
the morning hour with his dnounce- 
ments. 

Glad apparently to have caught Sen- 
ator Reed, of Missouri, with his guard 
down, several senators pointed out the 
two rules which said that the reading 
of the journal may not be interrupted, 
which made the Missouri member's 
speech of protest fall rather flat. 


Amendments Read Into Record. 


Consideration of the prohibition re- 
organization bill came up automatically, 
but not to be discussed. Senator David 
I. Walsh, of Massachusetts, spoke for 
an hour on his economic investigation, 
and then Senator Reed, of Pennsyl- 
vania, who had been denied the right 
by unanimous consent to offer amend- 
ments to \the “slush fund” resolution, 
read them fMmto the record. One amend- 
ment ordered a report from the com- 
mittee at the opening of the first ses- 
sion: of the -Seventieth Congress 
on negro disenfranchisement; another 
would transfer the Pennsylvania con- 
test to the committee on privileges 
and elections; the third would force 
the count of all ballots in Pennsyl- 
vania; the fourth would require at

Senator Reed’s statement in full 
criticized the Senate for applying cloture 
on the dry bill ahead of his resolution 
and also the consent agreement voted 
for last night, and then said:

The moment that bill 
is out of the way I shall call up my 
resolution, and I think we have the 
votes to pass jit. I have got a majority 
if I can get a vote but there are a 
lot of gentlemen who do not want a 
vote. 

“It is perfectly possible to prevent

Relative Living in New York. 


' Two brothers, lost to each other for 
17 years, have been reunited through 
the efforts of Michael P. MclInerny, 
special investigator of the United 
States veterans’ bureau. 

The brothers, both veterans of the 
world war, are Albert G. Hildreth, 34 
years old, of the Plaza apartments in 
this‘tity, and a Ne V. Hildreth, 28, of 
New York city, N 


LeRoy postnatal from the Hildreth 
home in Hudson Falls, N. Y., when he 
was 11 years old and until yesterday no 
member of the family ever had heard 
from him. The parents of the brothers 
now live in Schenectady, N. Y. It is 
believed LeRoy later tried to find them, 
but was unable to trace them. 

Albert enlisted in the army in 1916 
for the Mexican trouble and stayed in 
when this country entered the world 
war. He was with the Twenty-seventh 
division while that outfit was brigaded 
with the Fourth British army in nce 
and Belgium and he went through 
some of the fiercest battles in the war. 
He was wounded seven times. 

Although Albert didn't know it, 
LeRoy was in France at the same time, 
serving with t Eleventh Field arttl- 
lery. It was this service that enabled 
Special Investigator McInerny to find 
him and bring the brothers together. 

Albert Hildreth met Mr. McInerny 
about two years ago‘ while he was .a 
trainee of the veterans’ bureau. About 


three Pie gece ago he asked McInerny if 
he would help him to locate his broth- 


er. He had been on a visit to his 
parents in Schenectady, and they had 
pe wong with him to try and find 


y. 

McInerny’s first step was to search 

through the files of the veterans’ bu- 
reau and the War Department. Final- 
ly he found what he was looking for— 
the name of LeRoy Vincent Hildreth. 
He sent a letter to Hildreth’s last 
known address, but it was returned 
marked “Unknown.” He then sent 
letters to persons whom Hildreth had 
named in his army papers — persons 
who should be notifi if anything 
happened to him. Altogether Mc- 
Inerny sent out a dozen letters, and 
all but one of them was returned. 
The exception was the letter addressed 
to W. W. Cropsey, of New York city, 
N. ¥. Mr. Cropsey wrote back that 
LeRoy Hildreth was living in New City 
and had a wife and two children. 
. McInerny then wrote directly to Hil- 
dreth and the letter he received in 
reply left no doubt that he had found 
his man. 

In his letter, LeRoy gave his birth- 
place as Hudson Falls, gave the names 
of his parents and recalled that two of 
his playmates had been Denny Know- 
lin and Pat Sharkey “‘with one leg.” 

When McInerny showed the letter 
to Albert yesterday, the latter let out 
a whoop and immediately began prep- 
arations to go to New City. Once he 
gets his hands on LeRoy, he said, he 
is not going to let go until he has 
turned him over to the parents.

New York, March 1 (By A. P.).—As-

Kerensky is a passenger on the liner 
Olympic, due in New York tomorrow. 
His rumored presence on the liner was 
confirmed by the Associated Press in 
response to a message of inquiry sent 
to the liner. 

Simpson, who visited Europe in as- 
sisting United States Attorney Buckner 
prepare for the first Daugherty-Miller 
conspiracy trial, said that some time 
ago he met Kerensky in Paris, where he 
is editor of a newspaper, Dni, and 
they became close friends. 

“Kerensky told me he always had 
wanted to visit America, and I invited 
him to come,” Simpson said. “His trip 
is a result of that invitation, and while 
here he will be a guest at my home. He 
will stay in America for some time.”

INDUSTRIES IN WASHINGTON. 


Plans for the expansion of industrial activi- 
ties in Washington and nearby States will be 
placed on a permanent footing on March 14, 
witen representatives of various civic and com- 
mercial bodies meet to form what will be 
known as the joint industrial council. The 
movement has been actively agitated for some 
time, and already a fund has been appropriat- 
ed by several of the interested bodies to bring 
to Washington a trained engineer to make a 
preliminary survey’ of existing industrial 
plants in the area. According to the sponsors 
the plan is to bring in additional “‘light’”’ manu- 
facturing plants of a nature that will not con- 
flict with plans for city beautification, as a 
means of providing additional employment 
opportunities, to make more firm the finan- 
cial condition of the community, and to elimi- 
nate its dependency on the Federal govern~ 
ment for its annual pay roll. 

The plan thus outlined, properly regulated 
and controlled, is worthy of general support. 
It can not be denied that the prosperous com- 
munity is the self-supporting community, and 
that turning wheels of industry theoretically 
make for a contented population. The large 
modern industrial community is not -pleas- 
ant, however, nor does Washington want to 
emulate it. ‘Light’? manufacturing, ‘utilizing 
electricity or gas for its power source, is un- 
objectionable provided it is placed in an in- 
conspicuous location and is not permitted to 
become an eyesore. Washington desires this 
type of industrial development. 

The movement must not be allowed to run 
away with itself, however, and those who spon- 
sor it must have the courage to discourage 
heavy, noisy and dirty manufacturing plants, 
the owners of which may want to locate in 
Washington. Such action will demand genu- 
ine courage, for the temptation to say yes to 
an offer of a new industry with a large pay 
roll will be great. The course upon which the 
joint industrtal council is about to embark is 
beset with pitfalls. It will be of real value 
to Washington only if it is followed as out- 
lined, without any deviation. 


NEEDLES AND PINS. 
The census bureau reports a very heavy 
falling off in the value of needles, pins; hooks- 


*“and-eyes and snap fasteners made in the 48 


establishments reporting operations in 1925 as 
compared with the production of such items 
in 1923. 

This is not strange when it is remembered 
that in the word “pins’’ the enumerators in- 
clude ‘“‘metal hair pins.’’ Bob hair has reached 
the zenith of its popularity during the past two 
years, and. that doubtless accounts for a very 
heavy falling off in the demand for hairpins. 

The total value of “common or toilet pins’’ 
manatee was only $1,362,096, whereas 
the value of “safety pins’? was $2,192,612, 
which may or may not have a direct relation- 
ship to thg number of babies born during 1925. 

While reporting the value of needles made 
the bureau took care to note knitting machine 
needles as upward of $4,000,000 and all others, 
including those for sewing machines, $1,264,- 
032, and it will be noted that it was deemed 
unnecessary to mention hand knitting needles. 
If the figures giving the vue of the latter 
class of domestic tools for 1918 were available 
they would probably show a value greater than 
the aggregate of all other needles combined. 
That was the year when every member of the 
fair sex between the ages of 5 and 95 plied the 
knitting needle ‘‘to help win the war.’’ But 
the war is over, and so is the knitting, while the 
needles with which the operation was per- 
formed have been dumped into the ash barrel 
with the tin foil and peach pits then so eagerly 
gathered and saved. 


TRADE WITH CUBA 


There is a lesscm in the reports of exports 
from Cuba that might be advantageous to the 
cotton growers of the Southern States, but 
probably it will go unheeded. Ever since the 
downward trend in the price of sugar and 
molasses in this country there has been a 
steady fall in the returns to the sugar planters 
of the island from their commerce with the 
United States. In 1926 this decrease amount- 
ed to $10,437,971, as compafed with the 
previous. year. 

But while there has been a steady decline in 
the value of the sugar exports an equally 
steady, though not so extensive, increase in 
the value of other agricultural products aside 
from tobacco is noted. The increases were in 
the exports of vegetables and fruits, henequen 
and rope, all of which showed gains. These 
increases indicate that the people of Cuba are 
turning their attention to the production of 
something else besides sugar and tobacco 
which have so long dominated their exports, 
especially to the United States. . 

As to the market for American goods in 
Cuba, the-business depression which has exist- 
-ed on the island during the last year or two 
is likewise reflected in the imports. While 


.the totals are not yet available, 65 per cent | 


of the import needs of the Cubans is furnished 
by this country, and ag there. was a drop of 
20% in the value of American goods exported 
to Cuban ports, as compared with $200,000,- 
000 in 1925, it is safe to estimate that the ag- 
gregate imports in 1926 fell approximately 
$58,000,000 below the figures of the preceding 
year. While imports generally showed .a de- 
cline, exceptions are noted in the Cuban de- 
mand for a number of American products, in- 
cluding cotton cloths and hosiery, lard, rice, 
tires, evaporated milk, gasoline, leathers, lum- 
ber, as sheets and nails and resin. 
——

If the appropriation bill is passed idatihe- 
ing the clause, District officials can no longer 
have anything whatsoever to do with the 
beacons.

Loading platforms should at all. times be 
marked as danger points, either by the auto- 
matic flashing beacons, or the old standby ued 
lantern. The beacon is more modern,’ of 
course, and more in keeping with what a city 
of Washington’s size and importance should 
have. It would be unfortunate if ramifica- 
tions of the scandal probe should force their 
discontinuance, and it may be taken for grant- 
ed that Congress does not so intend. By re- 
wording the limiting clause it should not be 
difficult to provide funds to continue the 
operation of the beacons and at the same time 
make certain that no money will be available 
to purchase additional equipment until the 
probe is completed: It is to be hoped that in 
the comparatively few hours remaining Con- 


gress will clarify the situation.

FIGHTING STARLINGS 


The city of Reading, Pa., has been visited 
by a scourge of starlings. Thousands of these 
birds made the steeple of Christ Episcopal 
church their nightly nesting place untjl their 
presence became intolerable. Residents at- 
tempted to drive them away with firearms, un- 
successfully, however, and as a last resort 
some one purchased a supply of Fourth of July 
roman candles, notified the fire department to 
hold itself.in readiness and started in in earn- 
est to drive out the intruders. 

Each night, for some time, firemen have 
swung themselves by ropes on the outside of 
the steeple, each armed with a plentiful sup- 
ply of the fireworks. Other firemen have been 
stationed inside the steeple. with buckets of 
water handy in case of aiblaze. At a given 
signal the barrage is begun, and the birds fly 
screeching in terror from the brownstone 
tower in such numbers as to obscure a large 
electic sign 150 feet away. After the first 
night of pyrotechnics only about half the birds 
returned. Each night the number remaining 
is smaller, and it has been announced that the 
campaign will be continued until the birds are 
vanquished. 

Washington might study this ineebtakine 
with profit. It looks very much as though the 
number of starlings coming to roost around the 
District building and in the park opposite is 
on the increase. Use of a fire hose with which 
to drive them away has not been successful. 
Roman candles, however, undoubtedly woult 
tur the trick. It is important to note that 
the Reading Humane society has given this 
method of treatment its approval, for a check- 
up after one display showed only five dead 
birds, none of them burned, but all with their 
necks broken by flying against buildings in the 
dark. The general public would be very much 
pleased if the fire department would obtain a 
supply of roman candles, rope off the affected 
area late some night and drive away the ob- 
noxious visitors in a blaze of pyrotechnical 
glory.

ARE TICKET BROKERS EXEMPT? 


The next move is up to the commissioner of 
internal revenue in the matter of the resale 


of theater tickets. On Monday the United 
States Supreme Court handed down an opinion 
in which it held that the New York State law 
which fixes a maximum price which may be 
“charged for theater tickets is unconstitutional 
and void. 

The basis of the opinion is that the theater 
business is not a business with a public in- 
terest justifying legislative fixing of maximum 
prices, which the law of New York undertook 
to do. One of the ticket brokers of New York 
city was convicted of violating the law and ap- 
pealed on constitutional grounds to the court 
of ,last resort. 

There have been many complaints against 
the exactions of ticket brokers in the resale 
of theater tickets in Washington _from time to 
time, although as a rule the charge above the 
regular admission has not been exorbitant 
when compared with the demands of the ticket 
dealers in Manhattan, who frequently insist 
upon double the advertised price for choice. 
seats. There wasa movement on foot to bring 
the matter of fixing a maximum resale charge 
to the attention of Congress last winter with 
a view to legislation similar to the New York 
law.

Analysis of Existing Laws Proving Further Medicinal Whiskey Legislation U nnecessary 


1. The representation that the Whiskey Monopoly Bill is necessary to promote 
law enforcement and the public welfare is not the fact. Existing law is ample 
for all purposes. | 


2. The present law authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to concentrate ex- 
isting stocks of whiskey in as few bonded warehouses as he may designate (42 
Stat. 375, The Concentration Act approved February 17, 1922). Under this law . 
. the Secretary of the Treasury has already concentrated stocks of whiskey into 

thirty-seven bonded warehouses from approximately two hundred, and may 
further concentrate. : 


3. The present law authorizes the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, to grant or withhold permits to 
manufacture and distribute whiskey and all ather kinds of intoxicating liquor. 
(Controlling decision of the Supreme Court of the United States in Ma-King 
_ .Products Company vs. Davis H. Blair, Commissioner, 271 U. S. 479; 46 Sup. Ct. 
maRep. 544; 70 Law Ed. 1046, June, 1926). This decision overrules the opinion of 
Attorney General, @ol. 32, Opinions of Attorney General, p. 467; rendered in 
21. The Treasury Department may therefore limit the permits to manufacture 
iskey for medicinal purposes to not less than two nor more than six. 


4. Existing law imposes a fine of not more than $1,000.00 and imprisonment 
hot more than three years “if any person shall affix, or cause to be affixed to or 
pon any cask or package containing, or intended to contain, distilled spirits, 

‘any imitation stamp or other engraved, printed, stamped, or photographed label, 
device, or token, whether same be designed as a trade-mark, caution notice, cau- 
tion, or otherwise, and which shall be in the similitude or likeness of, or shall 


have the resemblance or general appearance of, any Internal Revenue stamp re- 
quired by law to be affixed to or upon any cask or package containing distilled 
spirits.” (Section 17, Act of February 8, 1875; 18 Stat. 307).° Every bottle of 
medicinal whiskey sak cee under EE OR permit bears the Internal Rev- 
enue stamp of the United States Government. Every pint of medicinal whiskey 
dispensed by the retail druggist must be bottled-in-bond and bear this stamp. 
Both distillers and retail druggists are under heavy bond, and severe penalties 
are imposed by both the National Prohibition Act and the Internal Revenue 
laws for infraction. 


5. Legalized medicinal whiskey is not used for the manufacture of “‘bootleg’’ 
liquor, but alcohol and “moonshine” are. The Prohibition Unit has publicly an- 
nounced that 90 per cent of its seizures consists of “bootleg” whiskey with alco- 
hol as the base. ’ 


6. The purity of medicinal spirits is safeguarded both by the Federal and the 
State laws. The standard for whiskey as a medicine is fixed in the United 
States Pharmacopoeia. Any retail druggist selling below standard is subject to 
the revocation of his license as a registered pharmacist under the State phar- 
macy laws and to the revocation of his Federal permit under the national law 
because the dispensing of “‘cut”’ whiskey by a retail druggist is not. dispensing 
of whiskey in good faith for medicinal purposes. 


7. The bill limits the price at which the two to six exclusive permittees shall 
buy existing stocks of whiskey, which is in their interest; but does not limit the 
price at which they may sell this whiskey and their own to the corporation pro- 
vided for in H. R. 15601,- submitted by the Treasury Department and rejected 
by the Ways and Means Committee. Nor does the bill limit the price at which 
the corporation may sell to the public through retail druggists. The only limi- 
tation in the bill as to the selling price to retail druggists and the public is that 
it shall be a “‘fair and reasonable price,” to be determined by the corporation, 
composed of the exclusive permittees named by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

8. There is no necessity for the proposed legislagion, unless it be to enable cer- 
tain selfish interests to control the manufacture and distribution of medicinal 
whiskey. ; 


9. Finally, retail druggists object to being placed before the public in the posi- 
tion of “‘profiteers’”’ as an excuse for a Federal statute inspired by selfish inter- 
ests for the benefit of selfish interests, the effect of which would be to leave the 
retail druggists and the public at the mercy of an unscrupulous monopoly.

Senior Official Has Doubts 
Whether Council Would Have 
Approved Ruling. 


ENTIRE SCHOOL TO VOTE 


Princeton, N. J., March 1 (By A. P.). 
Without a senior council for the first 
time since 1906 the undergraduates of 
Princeton university today began for- 
mulating plans for the organization of 
a new student governing body which 
would represent all classes of the in- 
stitution. 

Officers of the four classes have 


taken over the governmental reins dis- 
carded by the senior council because 
it had not been consulted by the board 
of trustees in the issuance of an edict 
prohibiting the use of automobiles by 
undergraduates. The senior council, 
although it represented all undergrad- 
uates, was chosen from the senior class 
by seniors, and the temporary govern- 
ing body announced that a constitu- 
tion would be submitted which would 
provide for the election of a body by 
all students. 

Joseph Prendergast, president of the 
: senior council, today was doubtful 
| whether the body would have approved 
of the automobile ban. He questioned 
the fairness of upper-class men, with 
their time at the university limited to 
months, passing upon a ruling which 
would affect some who still have several 
years to pass at Princeton. 

He explained, however, that that was 
not the reason for the resignations. 
He said the board of trustees has a 
committee which was supposed to con- 
sult the senior council before promul- 
gating new regulations. 

New York, March 1 (By A. P.) —Res- 
ignation of the Princeton student coun- 
cil as a protest against the university 
ruling against undergraduate mainte- 
mance of automobiles was “perfectly 
justified” in the opinion of the Spec- 
tator, student publication of Columbia 

university. 

“It (the council) had passed a sane 
ruling on a problem that came within 
its jurisdiction,” said the local campus 
organ. “It refused to listen to dicta- 
tion from above, and when the trustees 
went over its head, it took the only 
possible course—resignation.” 


Captain and His Crew

Philadelphia, March 1 (By A. P.) 
The captain and 16 members of the 
British steamer Clackamas, charged 
with smuggling. liquor, were held in 
bail for removal to,Trenton, N. J., for 
trial today by a Federal commissioner, 
simultaneously with the issuance of a 
libel attachment against the vessel by 
the Federal district court. 

The ship’s company was placed under 
arrest last Friday night after M. J. Long, 
the wireless operator, had alleged they 
had landed 10,000 cases of liquor at 
Newark, N. J. The commissioner fixed 
bail at $5,000 for Capt. J. H. 8. MacDon- 
ald and $1,000 each for the crew.

Philadelphia Symphony Lead- 
er Does Not Permit Neuritis 
to Hinder Performance. 


AUDIENCE ENTHUSIASTIC 


Visibly suffering from the effects: of 
the neuritis which had prevented his 
leading the Philadelphia Symphony or- 
chestra for some weeks because of the 
disability of his right arm, ‘Leopold 
Stokowsk!i, conductor of that aggrega- 
tion of master musicians, yesterday 
afternoon directed a concert of that 


orchestra in Washington auditorium in 
&@ most fi ed manner, holding the 
baton in his left hand. 

The audience was enthusiastic over 
his achievement, for it was apparent 
that he had mastered the difficult art 
anew with the unaccustomed hand and 
arm and displayed a great deal of 
artistic finish and command of .the 
baton in this new way. 

Never was Stokowski in a more poetic 
and understanding mood of the intri- 
cacies and beauties of orchestral music 
than yesterday. To begin with he had 
@ program of compositions which varied 
from the loveliness of the classic to 
the ultra modern “Spanish Rhapsody of 
Ravel.” The scope of his program ap- 
peared to give him added inspiration, 
and at the close of the program it was 
hard to pick out which’one had been 
played in the most outstanding manner. 
The majestic strains of Handel's 
“Overture in D Minor” made a fitting 
beginning: to the notable program. In 
this number the-work of the winds and 
strings was perfectly balanced and 
generous applause greeted its conclus- 
ion. 

To nearly all the audience the six 
movements of the “Water Music” by 
Handel came as a new composition. It 
was exquisite from the opening bar to 
the last measure of the “Allegro deciso,” 


dainty conception of the great classic 
master of the day when music as well 
as chivalry was in flower, presented 
the murmuring songs of waters in a 
variety of themes. 

Mr. Stokowski had to bow kis ac- 
knowledgements again and again at its 
conclusion. 

The Bach group, “Ich Ruf zu Dir, 
Herr Jesu Christ,” and “Toccata and 
Fugue in D Minor,” both sustained the 
successful impression of the concert. 
After the intermission DeBussy’s Noc- 
turnes were played as only the Phila- 
delphia Symphony orchestra can play 
them, with every delicate nuance and 
outline brought out with perfect art 
and the contrasting tone color worked 
in by the master hand of the leader. 

Sprightly and filled with melodic 
charm was the “Rapsodie Espagnole,” 
by Ravel, with which the program was 
completed. In things musical and 
where conducting is concerned, whether 
with the right or left hand and arm, 
Stokowski has few equals and no su- 
periors in this country. 

The Philadelphia Symphony orches- 
tra concert was given under the local 
management of the T. Arthur Smith 
Concert Bureau.

The epidemic has reached alarm- 
ing proportions in some provinces, es- 
pecially Ardel and Banat.

“I will place $1,000 or $5,000 in any 
Washington bank to be matched by the 
funds of the medical association to 
similar amount, and prove my claims,” 
he declared, in the course of one of 
his lectures in the Masonic auditorium. 
“I will cure incurable patients within 
90 days whenever the disease from 
which they are now suffering is not too 
far advanced, and it will not require 
much more time than that for ad- 
vanced cases.” He offered to submit to 
any fair and impartial examination.

meaning of the word conspiracy, what 
the jurors had right to consider in 
view of the evidence, and dwelt upon 
the necessity of proving men gullty 
“beyond reasonable doubt” to justify 
a conviction. He defined the difference 
between reasonable doubt and “all pos- 
sible doubt.” 


“If it were necessary to prove men 
guilty beyond all possible doubt,” he 
said, “few men, however guilty they 
might be, would be convicted.” 

He charged that “there is no evi- 
dence in the case from which the jury 
can infer that either George E. Will- 
lams, Guy D. Goff or Adna R. Johnson 
was a party to the conspiracy charged 
in the indictment.’ Nor; he _ said, 
‘could either defendant be held re- 
sponsible for acts of omission of any 
,of the persons named “unless he* had 
knowledge of and acquiesced in such 
act or omission.” 


May Consider Omissions. 


“But what has just been said,” the 
court continued, “is not to-be taken 
as a statement that the jury is not 
permitted to consider whether, in view 
of all the testimony, any acts or 

omissions of Williams, Goff or John- 
son, in the matter of passing the claims 
were with knowledge or acquiescence 
of one or both of the defendants The 
jury may consider properly whether any 
of the persons mentioned were in- 
fluenced in doing what was done, or 
in not doing what was left undone, by 
any one of the alleged conspirators.” 

At the time the claims in point were 
passed through the offices of Daugh- 
erty and Miller, Senator Goff was an 
Assistant Attorney General in general 
charge of alien property claims for the 
Attorney General's office; Johnson was 
his assistant and Williams was in di- 
rect charge of the work under Miller. 

In charging the jury, Judge Knox 
said that four verdicts could be reach- 

ed. These were acquittal of both, con- 

vietion of both, a verdict of guilty for 
Miller qnd acquittal of Daugherty and 
vice versa. 

Daugherty and Miller were charged 
with conspiracy to defraud the United 
States of their honest and unbiased 
services as government officials in cgn- 
nection with the allowance in 1921 of 
claims for $7,000,000, proceeds of the 
sale of sefzed American Metals Co. 
shares. The shares were impounded 
when the president of the American 
Metals Co. reported them owned by the

Ruth went through a rigid inspection 
for traces of kleig eyes, although none 
of his interviewers knew a kleig eye 
from a black eve. 

The Babe took the situation good- 
naturedly, laughing off the view of the 
Officials of the New York club that 
Babe’s work under the glare of the 
kleig lights of Hollywood might have 
put an unusual strain on his eyes.
